Why Not Wheat? 


There appear to be many 


rtry good reasons why fann- 
ers Uring upon the heary loam 
and clay soils of the state 
should raise this important ce- . 
real. Much of the land In this 
clay region I* adapted to Its 
growth. It fits 'well Into seTeral 
good system of rotation, satis- 
factory yields of the well bred 
and properly acclimated rtri- 
eties may be secured, and there 
it a steady market at good 
prices for the grain' both, for 
seed and milling purposes. Lack 
'of care in seed selection and • 
continuous cropping hare Urge- 
: ly been responsible for reducing 
.Wisconsin from. second among 
tie wheat growing states to 
twenty-sixth place. 


In the northern half of the 


' state winter wheat may be sown 
' from August 15 to September SO. 
la the southern half of the state 
It.is sown between September 
10 and SO, depending upon the 
season. Winter wheat may be 
sown too early la the fall. If 
the plants develop and begin to 
"shoof-before freezing weather 
there U danger of It being de- 
stroyed. Just enough. growth 
should be made so that the leaf- 
age may serve as a mnlch.for 
the roots, thus preventing early 
thawing. With a strong root 
growth there Is also less dan- 
ger from winter killing.—B. D. 
Lelth, College of Agriculture, 
University of Wisconsin.
